Miss Osborne was born in India 
where her father, a major in the 
Royal Engineers, was stationed. 
She graduated from McGill with 
a B.Sc. degree in 1931, with first 
class honours in Physics, and then 
proceeded to France where she did 
graduate work with Jean Cabarncs. 
the leading French Physicist. She 
obtained a doctorate "en science 
physiques'" in 1032 with very hon 
ourablc mcnt:on. Miss Osboma 
spent some time in Cavendish 
Laboratories ;8nd also studied at 
the Sorbbnnc. She was a member 
of the staff of the University of 
Montpeiier when the war broke 
out. 

Miss Toby, born in Toronto, took 
her B.A. degree from the Univer- 
sity of Alberta. She was for some 
time .senior technician in the patho- 
logical department of the Royal 
Alexandra Hospital in Edmonton. 
In 1937 she was awarded the Can- 
adian • Federation of University 
Women's Travelling Scholarship. 

Both Miss Toby and Miss Osborne 
are at present working under Pro- 
fessor Colllp in Research of vital 
Importance to the war effort. 

The third member of the Resident 
Staff, Mile. Laurent is a graduate of 
the Ecole Normale Supérieure at 
Sevres, France. She has recently 
been teaching at Bryn Mawr Col- 
lege. Mile. Laurent will be lectufcr 
In French In the Faculty of ArU 
and Science under Professor Dar- 
belnet In addition to her resident 
tutorship at the Royal Victoria Col- 
lege.

Partial Students 
Do Not Train 



All Med Years 

Must Register' 
With M.R.T.B. 



Partial students registered in any 
faculty or school will not be per- 
mitted to enroll for military train- 
ing in any circumstances. Medical 
students of British nationality are 
subject to the military training rules 
prescribed by the Govbrnment. 
However such students will be post 
cd to a special company in the 
M.R.T.B. 

Since the existing regulations of 
both the Department of National 
War Services and the Department 
of National Defence refer spccifi 
cally to full ;t!me 'students who are 
following a regular course that 
leads to a degree or diploma, this 
obviously eliminates partial stu- 
dents. Such students will therefor 
be liable to receive call from the 
Department of National War Ser- 
vices ior_ training in a Training 
Centre when they fall within, the 
age groups subject [ to call. 
In the^case>o(;mèdical students in 
le Third^'and'^FÔurth years who 
are . in good academic standing, 
arrangements arc being made for 
some modification in the prescribed 
syllabus of training. Lectures in the 
subjects considered v appropriate to 
military, medicine will be counted 
as fulfilling a part, or all,- of . the. 
work required by }hc syllabiis of 
training and the precise extent ot 
the modification for students in 
each year will be announced short- 
ly. For the time being, however, 
it must.be emphasized that all Brit* 
ish students in the clinical years 
must complete their enrollment in 
the M.R.T.B. 

Students registered in the Fa- 
culty of Graduate Studies and Re- 
search are not rcqtikëdlunder the 




Resolutions of the Senate to enroll 
for military training but those who 
arc full-time students pursuing a 
course towards an advanced de- 
gree may volunteer for. training 
with the McGill Reserve Training 
BatUIion if 'they wish to do so. 
All volunteers' mtlst enroll prior to 
Frjday, October 10th. . By Joining 
the M.R.T.B. such students will 
avail themselves of an opportunity 
to pursue their studies without the 
interruption which service at such 
a Training Center would involve. 

In the" Faculty 
of Graduate Studies and Research 
arc not eligible for admission' to 
the M.R.T3.

In welcoming the freshmen I find It bard 
to separate them from the rest of the student 
body for although they are new at McGlU. 
nevertheless we are all in the «ame boat and 
working toward the sam'e ends with practically 
the same trials and happy experiences to face 
together, excepting of course those very chic 
green ties and ribbons. Thus I like to think 
this message is an expression ot what most of 
us feel and will be acceptable to both Fresh- 
men and upperclaismen alike. 

We are greatly privileged, Indeed magnifi- 
cently privileged, those of us who are still able 
to pursue our studies. For while the govern- 
ment has called most men of our age into ac- 
tual military service, they have given us leave 
to finish our degree work. That surely entails 
a grave responsibility on our part when we 
realize the pressing need for men in the ranks. 
Wo are among the few who have a definite 
amount of time to think out posUpar problems 
and other matters pertaining to civilian Hie, as 
well as military affairs. 

Canada expects, of us In the near future 
leidership, both in our community life and the 
war effort. This is the thne to prepare for that 
leadership, and we are sabotaging the country 
if we fall to utlUze our every opportunity. 

There are many ways in which we can de- 
velop the qualities of good leadership, Univer- 
sity work bii a large part to play: steady, dis- 
ciplined labour in our various courses will 
serve to make our minds more alert and give 
us a broader background and a deeper under- 
standing with which to face the issues of to- 
morrow.

Our criticism must be construc- 
tive, healthy, and far-seeing and our willing- 
ness to serve the . university and sacrifice for 
the nation overabumlant.- 

We must set' ourselves to the task of learn- 
ing.' the'secrets of teamwork and unity in 
student life, for -the future of our war effort 
and of our post-war period will depend upon 
the degree of pulling .together which exists 
between the Kattered factions of our country's 
varied economic and social life. 

This nation demands self-sacrificing leader- 
ship in the battle lines and we are prepared 
to give that leadership.

In the limited sense employed in this col- 
umn, .a' lowbrow maiy- be defined as a person 
who (1) is interested in understanding tome- 
thing about the Arts, but who, as yct„hos had 
but little opportunity to satisfy such a desire; 
or who (2) has found the opportunity, but in 
whom the mass of comment and criticism of 
the modem artistic world has raised a seem- 
ingly Impassable mental barrier. In either case, 
weekly treatmenU such as this column pur- 
ports to be should, it read conscientiouslyr 
prove therapeutic at least to the extent ot 
clearing the mind ot publishing-house quack- 
eries. 

Unfortunately, there are dcfltiite limitations 
upon an effort such as this. The subject mat- 
ter mutt be confined strictly to literary af- 
fairs, for the Arts in general offer too broad 
a field and, proportionately, too many ways In 
which to get lost. Furthermore, the nature of 
a column Is such that only a definite number 
ot words Is at the disposal of the columnist, so 
that statements must be trite and unadorned, 
bald even, though presumably not incompre- 
hensible. 

Regardless, however, of these strict qualifi- 
cations, or in spite of them, there will be at- 
tempted for the sake of the lowbrow an an- 
alysis of' modern literature in the light of the 
literature ot the past and the probable tenden- 
cies of literature in the future. 

The novel will be given priority in atten- 
tion because, when judged in relation to Its 
breadth and consistency of appeal, It has, in 
the last few decades, estobllshed itself as the 
most Important literary medium ot the present 
time. Poetry and the short story, however, 
wiU not be, disregarded entirely. Even though 
consideratlm of the former will probably lead 
to a discussion of Dadalsm and Sur-reallsm, 
dangerous grounds under any circumstances, It 
must be admitted that generlcally the work ot 
the modem poets is to an appreciable extent 
inseparable from that of the modem novelists. 

The theoreUcal basis upon which these com- 
ments are to be built is the one established in 
this column last year. This theory discredits 
the notion that pleasure In reading is the quali- 
fication of good writing. It maintains, on the 
other hand, that pleasure and quality are judg- 
ments on completely teparate planes, and 
under no circumstances are, as Judgments, to 
be held -compatible. Pleasure is the term for 
that subjective estimate that usually refers to 
the momentary sensuous satisfaction of bodily 
and mental comfort; It seldom takes Into ac- 
count that greater feeling of accomplishment 
after successful effort 

This theory maintains too that one's evalu- 
ation of any literary work should be relative 
to the coniummatc effect provided by that 
work. The ultimate aesthetic accomplishment, 
Including the author's intention, his technique, 
and the manner in which he expresses tho one 
by means ot the other Is the only sound start-, 
Ing point of criticism. 

Iii the- weeks to come these, two facets of a 
theory will be expounded and expanded to tho 
satisfaction, presumably, of either class of low- 
brow. It will be assumed that good literature 
is sought, rather than merely pleasurable lit- 
erature, hoping of course that at some point 
the two may coincide. But in this search for 
what is good in modern writing, the above- 
mentioned facets will bo developed into a gen- 
eral theory which will enable us to examine 
briefly the traditions operating behhid most 
modems either as something to maintain or as 
something to discoid. From this evolves a 
study ot technique, necessarily sketchy, as it 
la too much a matter of opinion. 

There will be things said in this column, 
no doubt, to which exception can be made, and 
it will be appreciated it any weaknesses in 
argument or any errors of judgment are 
pointed out It Is hoped that this column will 
function as a forum ot discussion and for this 
your co-operation it solicited.

STUDENTS PLAN MOTORCYCLE 
TRIP TO PANAMA 

To Panama by land, motorcycling 
over modern roads and ancient 
mule trails, is the ambitious trip 
being planned by two Michigan 
I students. 

Leaving Ann Arbor about Feb- 
ruary 25, Alan R. Bott, and bro- 
ther George R. Bott, will travel 
to Mexico and then further south- 
ward into Indian territory, so 
primitive that the natives do not 
even know the use of any sort of 
a wheel. This section of their route, 
lying between Oaxaca, Mexico, a 
last outpost of civilization, and Pa- 
nama is about 820 miles of mere 
gully-like trail, becoming most haz- 
ardous In' the great cross-wise 
mountain^ranges of Costa Rica. 
' .Expcctlnjg to cover a total dis- 
tance exceeding 5,000 miles, the 
boys investigated the types of roads 
they could plan on finding in 
Mexico and Central America. Be- 
tween the Texas border and Pa> 
nama, they discovered, there are 
1123 miles of paved road; 669 miles 
of gravel road, good all year; 653 
miles of dirt2iroad,'i(passa^^ the 





dry season, and the remaining 820 
miles of mule path. 

Two new, very light motorcycles 
will be used, capable of 70 miles 
per gallon of . gasoline. The bro- 
thers arc now 'building speciai 
racks" equipped to carry à -' 14',4- 
gallon reserve Unk. motorcycle oil, 
emergency water and ration supply, 
and light camping and camera 
equipment. For day-to-day food, 
the boys hope to subsist on com- 
mon Mexican dishes and Indian 
fare. 

The cost of the trip, estimated to 
be in the neighborhood of $1500, 
win be partially reduced by unique 
photographs taken along the route 
which will be sent back to the 
United States for development and 
sale. 

Six months might be required for 
the trop, the boys explained, be- 
cause the rainy season, moving 
northward from Panama in June, 
stops travel through the tougher 
spots until the trails are again in 
reasonable condition. 

George, an engineering graduate 
of Cornell University, plans to stay 
in Panama on an engineering Job. 
Alan expects to return to Ann 
Arbor in lime for school next, fall. 
A running account of the trip will 
be written and Alan will tie the 
pair to civilization through cor- 
respondence, whenever possible.

This Year in Sports . . 

At the annual meeting of the Canadian Inter- 
collegiate Athletic Union held this summer repre- 
sentatives from McGill, Toronto, Queen's and West- 
ern again suspended Intercollegiate sports between 
these colleges due to the present war effort on the 
campuses of these universities. This decision, al- 
though contrary to feelings of a large portion of the 
student body of all the universities involved, never- 
theless, allows for the expansion of intramural sports 
at these colleges on a scale which has never before 
been attempted. 

The feeling at the close of the past season seemed 
to be that a limited form of Intercollegiate sports 
would not be .detrimental to the war interests of the 
students on Canaîdian campuses. Having discussed 
the possibilities of continuing such a limited form of 
Intercollegiate competition, however, the members of 
the CI.A.U. felt that this would be contrary to a 
whole-hearted war effort on the part of the college 
students. 

This decision having been orrlved at any further 
comment is unnecessary and it is only left to the Mc- 
Gill students to show that they can make the neces- 
sary sacrifices for Canada's war effort. . 

As lost year the Athletic Office at McGill ore 
carrying out on extensive intramural athletic pro- 
gram through which they hope to interest every 
student on the campus in at least one form of exer- 
cise. Managers hove been named for every sport 
being carried on at McGIII and these people will be 
more than willing to give any desired information as 
to his sport. Experience is unnecessary to take part 
in any sport as there are capable coaches and train- 
ers to teach the fundamentals of each sport and it is 
the desire of the athletic office not to form one crack 
college team but to give everyone the pleasure and 
benefits of organizied sports. The excellent facilities 
available at the Sir Arthur Currie Memorial Gym- 
nasium-Armoury and Molson Stadium are open to 
all students at McGIII. 

In order to stress this policy of sports for every- 
one, points are being awarded in all sports for merely 
entering the competitions and the points thus ac- 
cumulated by each company of the M.R.T.B. will go 
a long ways towards putting the winning company on 
the top of the race next spring. Thus students who 
turn out for sports at McGill this year are not only 
doing themselves and the war effort a good turn by 
keeping themselves in the best of condition but also 
contribute to the many benefits which may be gained 
by a well organized competitive Intercompany sports 
program.

The entry lists as posted in the 
various buildings around the 
campus provide space for the en- 
trant's name, hours at which he 
may be available, ..telephone num- 
ber, and company of the M.R.T.B.

ly so that the least possible trouble 
will be involved in running off the 
tournament matches.

COMPANY POINT SYSTEM.

Canada's famous tennis family 
will once again be represented on 
this campus by Bob Watt, who 
ranked first In the Junior and eighth 
In the Senior class.

' ' From the experience which the 
athletic office gained through In- 
tercompany competition at McGlll 
last year a new system of point 
Koring has been drawn up by 
means of which the winning com- 
pany In . the college sports program 
will be determined next spring. 
OR CHANGES 
The new system of awarding 
points no longer calls for deducting 
ive points for defaulting a game 
although five points are still 
warded to a team for merely play- 
g a scheduled match while the 
winner of the game Is awarded an 
~xtra five points. 
Through the new scoring system 
e,maJor sporia will be worth the 
eatest total points while the 
Inor sports, which sometimes con- 
ist merely of one tournament will 
e worth compari^tively fewer 
points In determining the final 
company sport standing. As last 
^ear, the points earned by the com- 
tfianies In each sport will be totalled 
at the end of the year to determine 
the winning company. 

The scoring system as formulated 
:by the athletic office follows: 
TEAM SPORTS 

Volleyball, Basketball. Waterpolo, 
Softball, Rugby, Soccer, Touch 
Eugby, English Rugby, etc. 
5 points for every game played. 
5 additional points for the team 
which wins the game. 

A bonus of 25 points for team 
winning League Title.

Two new departments of rc- 
Ecarcli recognizing the increas- 
ing needs of medicine and bio- 
logy liavc been created by the 
Board of Governors at tlie Uni- 
versity. A department of Radio- 
logy has been set up in the 
Faculty of Medicine and n De- 
partment of Nutrition, cmbrnc- 
ing both Macdonald College and 
the Biology Building, has been 
instituted to devote itself to 
problems caused by 







Dr. C. L. Pelrce of the Royal Vic- 
toria HosplUl and Dr. W. L. Ritchie 
of the Montreal General Hospital 
play leading roles in the new 
Department of Radiology. The hos* 
^tals with which they arc affiliât- 
«d have expressed their willingness 
to co-operate with the University In 
this regard also. 

The Department of Nutrition is 
to be a Graduate Department under 
the chairmanship of Dr. E. W. 
Crampton, Associate Professor of 
Animal NtitrlUon at Macdonald 
College. Worlcing In collaboration 
with Dr. Crampton will be Miss 
Margaret McCrcady, Director of 
the School of Household Science, 
Dr. W. A. Maw, Assistant Pro- 
fessor of Poultry Husbandry, and 
Dr. D. L. Thomson, Professor of 
Biochemistry at McGlll. 
Attempt Solution of War Problems 
Creation of the Department of 
Nutrition represents an attempt to 
solve many of the complex physio- 
logical problems lately emphasized 
by the war. Thorough-going re- 
search on tjiesc problems, has been 
lound necessary before steps can 
be taken towards maintenance of 
physical well-being. 

Radiology has made vast gains In 
the practice of Medicine in the 
past thirty years, and has created 
k place for itself, not only, in the 
diagnosis and treatment of disease, 
but also In the medical curriculum. 
It has succeeded in opening many 
new fields of research and is re- 
ported to contain vast potentiali- 
ties. Its Importance has' hecn so 
recognized as to demaiTd long and 
fa^hful study and post-graduate 
work. The new Department will 
embrace both teaching and re- 
search. 

. Each of the persons who will 
work together in the new Depart- 
jwent of Nutrition has a long rec- 
ord^of brilliant achievement In the 
special aspects of Nutrition with 
which he has already been con- 
cerned. Each will conduct his own 
research as well as supervise that 
of graduate students who wish to 
obtain the degree of Master of 
Science in this field. Consequently, 
four different approaches will be 
made to the general problem. Re- 
sults win then be co-ordinated. 

The new Department of Nutri- 
tion believes extensive opportunity 
for practical testing of conclusions 
win be offered by the farms and 
laboratories of Macdonald College.

Recently appointed Warden of 
Douglas Hall, Professor R. D. Mac- 
lennan has succeeded Dr. W. Bruce 
Ross who filled that office since the 
official opening of the hall in 1937. 
Professor Maclennan assumed his 
new duties at the beginning of Sep- 
tember, in addition to remaining as 
Chairman of the Department of 
Philosophy and of the Humanities 
Group in the Faculty of Arts and

Mr. Maclennan who is Frothliig- 
ham Professor of Logic and Meta- 
physics, joined the staff of the Uni- 
versity in 1933.* A world war vet- 
eran, he served with the artillery 
in France and was wounded.

Doctors Gurd, 
Henry & McKenty 
Are Elevated 



Promotions of three well known 
Montreal surgeons, have, been made 
by the University and confirmed by 
the Board of Governors, It has been 
announced. Dr. Fraser B. Gurd, Dr. 
C, K, P, Henry, and Dr. F. E. Mc- 
Kenty, who have long served Mc- 
Gill in the faculty of medicine, will 
take positions of full professorships 
in the Department of Surgery. 

Dr. Gurd is one of Montreal's best 
known surgeons, having held office 
in some of the most important sur- 
gical societies of the continent, in- 
cluding the presidency of the Am-' 
crican Association for Thoracic 
Surgery to which he was named at 
a convention in Cleveland. He has 
also been president of the Amerlc.m 
Association for the Surgery of the 
Trauma; vice-president .of the Am- 
erican College of;; Surgeons and is 
a member of the'American Surgical 
Association. 

.Dr. Henry, as well as Dr. Gurd, 
received his medical training at Mc- 
Gill, obtaining his M,D,, CM. de- 
gree In 1900. He has had a con- 
tinuous teaching .record at McGill 
since 1002 when he was appointed 
assistant demonstrator In anatomy, 
and prior to his last appointment, 
he was associate professor of sur- 
gery. 

Dr. McKenty, surgeon In chief at 
the Royal Victoria, took his degree 
from McGill in 1904 and studied as 

a postgraduate in London, Berlin, 
and Frieburg. Dr, McKenty, who 
joined the McGlll staff in 1910 as 
assistant demonstrator in anatomy. 
Is author of some ten publications. 



Â second group of radio teeli- 
nlcians for the R,C.A,F. started 
courses of instruction nt jMcGill 
on September 22nd.

Although the Royal Victoria Col- 
lege was naturally in need of some 
renovation after the departure of 
the men, since normal cleaning and 
decorating which is usually done 
during the summer vacation had 
not been carried out before they 
went intd residence, the Principal 
stated that no building had ever 
received greater care in its use by 
a large body of men than had the 
Royal Victoria College. In this 
opinion he was joined by the war- 
den and by the superintendent of 
university buildings, Mr. Macfar- 
lane. He congratulated the R.C. 
A.F. and the men who were housed 
in the college on the excellent care 
taken of It and the discipline of 
the men at all times.

Or 
will It be the mysterious Dclius, or 
Arnold Sehoenbcrg, the twelve- 
tone scale atohalist? 

Last week our old friend Stokow- 
ski and the Philadelphia Orchestra 
premiered a new violin concerto by 
Schoenberg, Many of the audience 
left early. Others, I^ seems, laugh- 
ed, A noted critic likened the con- 
certo to the sounds of a barnyard. 

To the thoughtful observer (who, 
It should be remembered, would 
very probably have laughed as 
loudly as anyone) there is a curious 
aura of portent around this story. 
Whatever that audience thought, it 
wasn't bored. Such demonstrations 
don't happen very often, and it's a 
little odd that in several' past in- 
stances things like Brahms' First 
Symphony and the Cesar Franck 
D minor have been Involved. It 
must have been back around the 
time that a man called Raff was 
generally regarded as an ace sym- 
phonlst that these were first heard. 

Certainly you know Raff. You'll 
find his Cavatlna In three out of 
four collections of the world's fav- 
ourite violin pieces.. The ones that 
no top-ranking concert violinist this 
side of lOlO ever plays. 

So, if you like Sibelius, shudder 
the next time 'you hear Valso 
Triste,— Varsity. 



In the year IB82 a poor farmer

OF MOUNTEBANKS AND ' 
MUSIC. . 

When (and if) the musical his- 
tory of our times comes, to be writ- 
ten, who will be the towering fig- 
ures In it? Who wUl be the Brahms 
of the twentieth century, who the 
Berlioz, who the Paganlnl? (Wc 
select these names as typical, rather 
than giants like Mozart, Beethoven 
and Wagner, because the latter 
seem still to possess the kind of 
greatness that transcends period 
classification.) 

Weil, these are dangerous ques- 
tions, and no one can hope to an- 
swer them with certainty; yet con- 
jecture is possible, and perhaps 
even profitable, if only because it 
may lead us to estimate the Import- 
ance of our famous (and not so 
famous) contemporaries by means 
of a broader frame of reference 
than we customarily use. The 
writer admits, for Instance, that of 
late he had come to look upon the 
amazing Leopold Stokowski as 
something of a mountebank. This 
opinion, based largely on Mr. Stok- 
owskl's reported association with 
a well-known screen actress, his 
recurrent passion for trick machin- 
ery and his general tendency to 
flout artistic convention, collapses 
utterly upon more careful consid- 
eration. 

The first point Jn this flimsy in< 
dictment (our own, remember) of ■ 
great man is worse than irrelevant, 
for even if 'it were relevant it 
would be inapplicable. What would 
have happened If Richard Wagner, 
to name only one, had encountered 
modern American Journalism? As 
for the second point. It' is clear 
enough that Leopold's toys Justify 
themselves by Getting Results. 
Consider for instance that only a 
week or two ago he and Walt Dis 
ncy between them frightened Dor- 
othy ^onipsonjjnto^ayiogkcert^ 
cultural probleînS?otW«liartnin. 
portance before her vast hordes of 
readers. Something will come of 
this. As iftiems Taylor once pointed 
out, art Is a process, not of manu' 
facture, but of growth.'. Among the 
other activitle^^f^is /brilliant 
musician whiâ>^l»ve^ caused con 
siderablc unjustifiable exercise to

GRASS IS MOBILIZED 



EvenfOommbn Variety Aids 
Canada's War Effort 

Common grass plays a part in 
Canada's war effort that is both 
varied and invaluable and in com' 
mon with flax, potatoes, sugar beets 
and other farm crops has been 
mobilized and requisitioned for the 
service of the Dominion, writes 
John RobitaiUe in the C-I-L OVAL 

Recently grass was given the Job 
of helping to train the Empire's 
airmen In the ' Commonwealth Air 
Training Plan. One of the first 
necessities in setting up such a vast 
and complex system Is the con- 
struction of many aerodromes and 
training centres stretched across 
the country and each of them . ust 
possess a certain acreage under 
grass. Needed as port of the land- 
ing and training fields, the grass 
must be particularly vigorous and 
hardy and forma thick, close-grow- 
ing carpet on the ground. 

Those in charge of establishing 
these aerodromes found themselves 
faced with a problem they could 
not solve by looking into treatises 
on military engineering, writes Mr. 
Robltalllc. They consiilted special- 
ists In soli chemistry who came to 
the rescue and recommended the 
application of the correct chemical 
fertilizer. In late spring this fertil- 
izer was generously applied, with 
the result that all through the hot 
weather and right Into the autumn 
a thick, strong-growing grass will 
cover the alrfielois. This Is one way, 
concludes the article, in which the 
lowly plant Is on duty, giving its 
valuable assistance to the cause for 
which Canada Is fighting. 



Takes Over 
Post Vacated 
By Dr. Collip 

The post of Chairman of the De- 
partment of Biochemistry, left 
vacant by the appointment of Dr. 
J, F. B, CoUlp as director of the 
new Institute of Endocrine Re- 
search will be filled by Professor 
D. L, Thomson, Professor Tliom- 
son is the son of the late Sir J. 
Arthur Thomson, famous Scottish 
biologist. 

Dr. Thomson has been closely as- 
sociated with Dr. Collip, and other 
members of the Department of 
Biochemistry in research, especial* 
ly in connection with hormones and 
metabolism. Since his coming to 
McGlll In 1928 he has established 
himself as an outstanding lecturer 
and has added to his teaching abili- 
ty a'capacity for administration and 
direction of students. In 1940 he 
was named Chairman of the blologl 
cal sciences group in the Faculty 
of Arts and Science, and Is an ex 
officio member of the University 
Senate. \ 

Widespread Training 

Dr. Thomson has had widespread 
training as a biologist; at Cam- 
bridge under Sir Frederick Hop- 
kins; at Grenoble, France; nt Zu- 
rich, Switzerland; and at Graz, 
Austria. This training, and his deep 
Interest in problems of nutrition 
have created for him a wide sphere 
of usefulness; he Is a member of 
the Fisheries Research Board of 
Canada, a member of the scientific 
advisory committee on. nutrition to 
the Dominion Council of Health 
and Chairman of the Nutrition 



Commitee of the Health Service of 
Montreal, Council of Social Agen- 
cies. 

Dr. Thomson, a Fellow of the 
Royal Society of Canada, is the au- 
thor of some 80 scientific papers 
and reviews, as well as the book, 
"The Life of the Cell." 



French Refugee 
Joins Staff 



Miss Frances to 
Continue Research 



Miss Madeleine Juliette Frances, 
one of France's most distinguished 
scholars, who escaped from that 
country last January, has Joined 
the staff of the McGill French de 
partmcnt. In addition to her teach- 
ing, she will, as the University 
Women's Fellow in Philosophy, 
continue a study of the influence 
of Spinoza on eighteenth century 
thinking In France. 

The fellowship, from the Cana- 
dian Society for the Protection of 
Science and Learning, was endowed 
by university women who wish to 
bring some outstanding rclugcc 
scholar to the University each 
year. Miss Frances, during her 
studies Iti France, obtained that 
country's two most highly prized 
academic distinctions, the Agrega 
lion des Lettres and the Doctorat 
D'Etat. 

She has studied at Lille, Gren 
oble, Paris, Utrecht, Amsterdam, 
Geneva and Berlin, and held im- 
portant teaching posts in France, 
Since her escape from that coun 
try she has been lecturing in 
French at Wellestey College. As 
well as French and English, Miss 
Frances speaks German, Dutch and 
Russian fluently. 

She comes of .a, brilliant. French 
family. Her fatheK'V'profcssor of 
philosophy, was killed in the last 
war; her mother was a professor 



of chemistry. One brother is a 
professor of mathematics, and an- 
other, an architect. The latter is 
now a prisoner of war in Germany.

—DBS APPROACHES 

INITIAL BROADCAST 
The Dartmouth Broadcasting Sys- 
tem, that much heard-of but little- 
seen organization which has been 
circling around in the vapor above 
Hanover for a year now has finally 
emerged as a concrete substance. 
When the man on the street now 
asks, •'What Is this DBS anyway?", 
he win merely be told to go to the 
third floor of Robinson Hall, where 
his astonbhed eyes will see shining 
new sound-proof studios, piles of 
impressive looking radio equip- 
ment, and a small, harried, but en- 
ergetic group of undergraduates 
making final preparations for the 
official beginning of broadcasting to 
all dormitories within tho next two 
weeks. 

With the major portion of ils mat- 
erial liody such as equipment, In- 
stalled and ready for operation, 
only the human element of DBS 
needs to be completed. Station Man- 
ager William Milchel '42 expects 
this problem to be readily solved 
this Friday evening, when an or- 
gonizatlon meeting will be held in 
105 Dartmouth Hall at 8.30 pjn. for 
the benefit of all men interested in 
any portion of the varied radio 
work. 

Program by Wire. 

By a process called "controlled 
wire broadcasting," DBS. will carry 
its program by telephone wire from 
its studios into every dormitory on 
campus. From this point small 
transmitters, limited In range to 80 
feet, 'Will put tho signals on a spe- 
cific wave-length, readily accessible 
on the standard radio band. 

During the past two weeks, a 
small group of student broadcasters 
have been putting the finishing 
touches on studio equipment, and 
have already started to make up 
the Initial programs. DBS will take 
to the air on a three hours per day, 
five days a week schedule, starting

GERMAN ACTOR, FLEEI.NG 
FROM NAZI CRUELTY, STUDIES 

' Leaving behind him a bloody 
trail of purges and pogroms in 
three separate European countries, 
the former "Jackie Coogan" of Ger- 
man motion pictures is now work- 
ing for his Ph.D. in Romance 
Languages at the Graduate School 
of Arts and Sciences. 

Born in Russia, twenty-two year 
old Marc Mara Spiegel fled with 
his parents from there to Berlin, 
from Berlin to Warsaw, and Anally 
from Warsaw to this country in an 
effort to escape racial persecution. 
His mother has not been heard from 
since August 26; 1939, and, as far 
as he knows, she Is still In the ruins 
of Warsaw, whether alive or dead, 
he cannot say. 

His parents, both physicians, made 
their first escape from oppression In 
1921. Three years later, when 
Spiegel was only six, he had be- 
come one of the juvenile stars of 
German motion pictures and had 
been given the title of "German 
Jackie Coogan." He strongly resem- 
bled the original Coogan and stiU 
looks like him to a certain extent. 

After several successful silent pic- 
tures filmed by Berlin's largest pro- 
ducer, the UFA Motion Picture 
Company, he was sent through Ger- 
many and then throughout Europe 
making personal appearances. Dur- 
ing a two year stay in London, the 
young actor met Sophie Tucker, 
whom hs, now describes at one of 
his closest 'friends. • 

Called back to Berlin in 1930, he 
accepted a five-year contract to 
make three pictures at a salary of 
?1,000 a week. This was automat! 
cally broken after the Nazi coup 
d'etat. His last film, titled "Thlr 
teen Valises of Mr. 0. F.," was 
made with Hedy Lamarr, then a 
comparatively unknown actress 
called Hedy Klesler. Although he 
was only nine years old at the 
time, Marc says he thought Hedy 
was a "very beautiful woman, 
though a trifle too exotic." 

When Hitler began his first purge 
of the Jews In Germany, Spiegel's 
father, thon general secretary of the 
German Red Cross, escaped Nazi 
Storm Troopers by jumping out the 
rear window of his office and flee- 
ing to Warsaw. Spiegel himself re- 
mained in Berlin, until he became 
Involved in a violent fight with the 
son of a Nazi leader for refusing to 
give the "Hell, Hitler" salute. In 
the fight the other boy suilered a 
fractured skull, and Spiegel had 
to flee to France, where he gradu- 
ated from the University of Nancy 
In 1937. 

Later he joined his father who 
had succeeded in establishing a 
travel agency In Warsaw. But dis- 
aster once again overtook the 
family when, in the Polish pogrom 
of August, 1937, an armed band of 
roughnecks broke into his fathers 
office and injured the elder Spiegel. 

Although Marc and his father 
came to the United States after the 
pogrom, Mrs. Spiegel remained In 
Warsaw to settle their financial 
affairs. She was caught in the war, 
and Marc believes that, being a 
doctor, she was pressed into service 
during the six day siege of the 
Polish capital. —Crimson.

Michigan.— Church attendance on 
the Michigan campus for the last 
three years has always been be- 
tween 25 and 30 per cent of the 
student body, a Bureau of Student 
Opinion record reveals. 

This year's poll shows that 23.8 
per cent of the student body went 
to church on a representative Sun- 
day. No records of general church 
attendance are available, but to

equal the campus figure 7,000 Ann 
Arbor residents would have to at' 
tend the community's churches on 
a given Sunday. 

Catholics Lead List. 

Various breakdowns of the results 
make interesting reading. For ex 
ample, the poll shows that 70.4 per 
cent, of Catholics attend church on 
a given Sunday as compared to 23.6 
per cent, of Protestants, 7.7 per cent, 
of Jews, and 10.6 per cent, of all 
others questioned. Although only a 
quarter of the campus attends 
churches on a given Sunday, the 
poll Indicates that only 23.7 per 
cent, of the students have never 
attended church while at Michigan. 

Contrary to popular conception, 
women are not better church-goers 
than men; 26 per cent, of campus 
males attend on a given Sunday and 
only 25 per cent, of the women, the 
poll Indicates. 

Considered from the point of view 
of those who have never attended 
church while at Michigan, the pull 
shows that the lawyers arc the cam- 
pus heathens (43.8 per cent, never), 
followed closely by medical students 
(37.5 never), while the engineering 
and literally colleges arc nearly 
even with approximately 25 per 
cent, ','never's" each. 

'42 Similar To Lawyers. 

As revealed by the poll, the class 
of '42 occupies a position among 
the classes similar to that of the 
lawyers among the colleges. Thirty- 
three per cent, never have gone to 
church while on campus. The classes 
of '44, '41. and "43 follow in order 
in the same classification. 

Although 29.8 per cent, of room- 
ing-house men attend church on a 
given Sunday, 32.3 per cent have 
never attended, the poll reveals. On 
the other hand, 18.3 per cent, of 
fraternity men have never attended, 
the poll shows, but only 10.7 per 
cent, (less than rooming-house men) 
attend on a given Sunday. 

Sorority members make better 
church-goers than their Greek rela- 
tions, troternlty men, 29.8 per cent 
to 19.7 per cent, the poll indicates. 
Only' 16.3 per cent, of present 
house student residents attended on 
a given Sunday, the polls shows. 
Polls Conducted By Bui eau. ° 

The polls conducted by the Bur- 
eau of Student Opinion arc based on 
a cross-section of the student body, 
modeled after the selective samples 
used in Gallup Polls. Frank Bender, 
'43 director of the polli explained. 
The cross-section is chosen at ran- 
dom from all sections of the campus 
and the possibility of error in the 
conclusions drawn are very - small, 
he said. There is a greater margin 
of error In the breakdowns, he 
noted, than In a question Involving 
the entire campus.— Michigan Daily. 



YALE STUDENTS REJECT USE OF 
HONOR SYSTEM FOR EXAAUNA- 
TIONS IN UNIVERSITY-WIDE 
POLLING 



In a poll conducted by the Yale 
News, the student body voted 
down, by a two to one majority, 
the proposed institution of the Hon- 
or System at New Haven. ' 

After the outcome of the poll had 
been published, William C. DeVane, 
Dean of Yale College, staled, "Wc 
have always looked on the Honor 
System as .i student problem, and 
If they had come to us with a clear 
majority, we would, have been 
forced to consider it seriously. I 
am sorry myself that the students 
did not vote for the system." 

As now outlined, the honor sys- 
tem would apply only to cheating 
on examinations. Students would 
have to sign a statement that they 
had "neither given nor received 
aid" and would be obligated to re- 
port any of their classmates caught 
infringing the law. Disputed cases 
would be tried in secret by a stu- 
dent committee elected by the un- 
dergraduates. 

The Yale News has unofficially 
backed the proposal by printing re- 
ports from students at Princeton, 
Virginia, and Williams approving of 
the honor system. Comments of 
prominent members of the faculty 
were published Saturday, and odds 
stood twelve to one in favor of It 
although many qualified their ap- 
proval with the statement that the 
student body must want the plan 
before it will succeed. 

Several departments at Yale did 
not abandon the system when It 
was last tried in 1912. Dean 
Charles Warren of the Sheffield 
Scientific School comments that 
"the honor system is working sat- 
isfactorily" In his department and 
instructors in both the Naval and 
Military Science departments ex- 
press their confidence that the sys- 
tem would work in other courses 
as well as in their own.
